"Marshall, 111., June 29—A coroner's

Petaluroa, Cat, in mass meeting wuseie- 
bled, resolved to roll up their fashion- 
able sleeses and teach the men a lesson. 
The parks of the city were "barren 
weed patches;" the streets in mai/y 
places were "deplorable;" so were 
shads trees, fountains and benches. 


From one end of the town to the 


other and back again the name mate- 
rial spirit of prosaic indifference to 
municipal 
magnificence 
was sadly 


manifest. The men of Petaluma had 
riot a trace of ambition above buying 
and selling and voting. They declared 
that money could be spent for more 
sensible things than the laying out o) 
garden square* and ornamentation ol 
public thoroughfares. 


Petaluma had made its reputation al- 


ready, argned these solid citizens, as a 
useful and industrious community o: 
people, who had the best incubators 
ever invented, the finest breeds of do- 
mestic fowls, and unrivaled advantages 
for the various manufacturing trades 
What more could be desired? 


To go in for unnecessary blossoms 


and frivolous fountains and grassy 
rendezvous for sentimentally inclined 
persons was, perhaps, a natural idea 
for women to advance, but it should be 
frowned 
down 
and 
discouraged. 


Summed up, the lords and masters a! 
I'etaluma households bet the seal 
their conocrted disapproval upon the 
whole scheme advanced by the fair in 
habitants of that unfair burg. There 
should be no g-ilt upon their ginger- 
bread if they could help it. 
What! 


Plant flowers and trees, and transform 
a plain, everyday, ordinary town into a 
big-, beautiful public garden that every- 
body would admire and talk about? 
Nonsense! 


But 80 wives, sisters and sweethearts 


took another view of the matter, and 
for this very reason Petaluma's parks, 
streets, drives, flowers and fountains 
are now among the most beautiful in 
the state of California. People wanted 
to sell their homes then; now every- 
body is arxious to buy. 


The women did it, and they are still 


doing it. They organized the Ladies' 
Improvement Club' of Petaluma, after 
a vain appeal to get the men to work. 


Th>s club was organized in Juno, 


1896, because of the deplorable condi- 
tion of the city's public squares and 
streets and the inexcusable neglect of 
the inen to put and keep them in con- 
dition. 


After two years' hard work, the 


women finally succeeded in getting the 
city trustees to grant a pitiful allow- 
ance of $30 per month and furnish wa- 
ter to keep the good work going. 


The club has been instrumental -im 


getting the city to sprinkle the streets 
in summer, uud had two parks laid out 
with walks and drives, shaded by many 
trees, and is now contemplating efforts 
to have the business streets covered 
with asphalt. Band stands and foun- 
tains will be erected soon in both parks. 
The club's constitution and by-laws are 
ironclad. 


"We never ask o man to do anything 


we can possibly do ourselves, no mat- 
ter what kind of work is at hand," is 
one of them.—Ban Francisco Examiner.

For 
eight pounds of mai^e and one pound of 
native tea the ordinary hill man in the 
country of the Celestials will cheerfully 
work for a week of 70 hours, arid will 
deem himself amply rewarded. 


In some parts of Siberia the peasant 


who labors in the salt mine rarely re- 
ceives a solitary kopek for his pains. 
But, 
instead of money, he is provided 


with a liberal quantity of coarse, black 
bread, wine that tastes l!ko lineg-ar,
